Per- 
haps you would like to add your com- 
ment? And on the same page? Oh, 
thunk you so very much I And may I 
send the volume to the Wilhelmstrasse?''

They Were Commonly Used In the Sev- 


enteenth Century. 


Of tho various examples that have 


been given of early specimens of tho 
clockmaker's tirt not the least interest- 
ing uro the several types of lump clocks. 
One of these was of u kind quite com- 
mou iu tho seventeenth century one! con- 
sisted of a lamp burner placed at the 
base of a glass oil receptacle mounted 
vertically on a, suitable standard. The 
oil reservoir had attached to it a scale, 
facing tho burner and showing the 
hours, begmuiug at 4 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, nt which time the lamp was to 
be lighted in winter, and ending at 1 
o'clock in tho morning. 
Tho lamp be 


ing lighted, the gradually descending 
level ot' tho oil, UK combustion proceed- 
ed, marked tho hours. 


Thu other device, of later origin, dat- 


ing back to tho beginning of the present 
century, utilized tho same principle. It 
cOTisisted of two communicating oil 
chambers, superposed by a clock dial. 
Iu ono of tho chambers was placed a 
night lamp to illuminate this dial, and 
iu the other was suspended n float from 
a cord which passed around iv small pul- 
ley. The latter wiis mounted on a hori- 
zontal axis ending in the center of the 
dial. Tho flout of course descended as 
tho oil was consumed and carried the 
index hand along with it, thus making 
tho hours precisely as in the case already 
cited. At their best these timepieces 
could have hail only an indifferent de- 
gree of accuracy, yet they probably 
served their purpose -well and certainly 
aro interesting at the present time as 
illustrating some of tho expedients 
adopted by mechanicians of an earlier 
period.—Cassier's Magazine.

tho 12th iastant, is expected to e< lipse 
thu Koldbug gathering held in that city 
recently. Over fifteen hundred dele- 
Kates have been appointed to tho con- 
lerunce fiom Houtbern States and mass 
meetings oil the people are being held 
almost daily in various places for the 
selection of delegates. The Populist 
State Central Committee of North 
Carolina adopted resolutions declaring 
that the departure from the coinage 
laws has brought ruin upon the mass of 
the American people and threaten the 
principles of this Government with 
destruction, and that the National Sil- 
ver Conference, which is to be held at 
Memphis, is in the interest of the 
money of the Constitution, and for the 
purpose of checking the unpatriotic 
and dangerous gold crusade inaugurat- 
ed by President Cleveland and Secretary 
Carlisle. Tbe Populists will, therefore, 
be represented in the convention. 


Tho goldbug gathering at Memphis 


was called for the purpose of counter- 
acting the silver sentiment now almost 
unanimous in the South.

It was com- 
posed almost exclusively of persons 
who are under obligations to the gold 
trust. Secretary Carlisle, who has boen

Pacific Mail officials took Third Officer 
Hanson and Storekeeper Richardson 
away in a hack so soon that r.o oppor- 
tunity was given to interview these 
officers. To an Associated Press rep. 
resentative several 
passengers told 


their stories, which corroborated the 
telegraphic accounts of the disaster. 


The Oolima foundered at 11 A. M. The 


storm commenced on the 
previous 


night and continued all day. The 
Colima refused to obey her helm, got 
into a trough of the sea, and beiug top 
heavy she capsized. The Captain was 
drowned at hio post. 


No boats were lowered; the dinastei 


occurred too suddenly. Those picked 
up iu a boat had managed to get into 
tho boat which floated from the ebi[j 
while the passengers were clinging to 
pieces of timber and bits of wreckage 


Passengers Fay while C. II. Cushing 


and others were on the raft, a sailor 
got a barrel of claret which he began 
drinking. To save himself Cushing 
was obliged to push the sailor over- 
board. 
Cushing neither denied nor 


affirmed this. The passengers believe 
no others were saved except those al- 
ready accounted for.
